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^he  Conclave  (Adopts  Legislation  of 
Far-Reaching  Importance 


XGNORING  trivialities  but 
adopting  with  dispatch  three 
measures  of  major  importance, 
the  Silver  Jubilee  Conclave  ended 
with  more  business  of  importance  ac- 
complished than  perhaps  any  other 
Conclave  in  the  history  of  the  fra- 
ternity. 

Of  chief  interest  to  the  fraternity 
at  large  because  of  his  long  association 
with  fraternity  interests  was  the  pro- 
visions adopted  for  assuring  the  fra- 
ternity of  services  of  Grand  Secretary 
W.  L.  Phillips  throughout  his  life  or 
so  long  as  he  may  be  able  to  continue 
the  work  and,  should  he  become  in- 
capacitated, to  place  him  on  an  an- 
unity  basis.  This  provision  was  ef- 
fected by  amending  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  fraternity  to  permit 
the  Executive  Committee  to  employ 
the  Grand  Secretary  instead  of  the 
Conclave  electing  him  as  in  the  case 
of  the  other  grand  officers.  The  Exe- 
cutive Committee  at  once  entered  into 
a  contract  with  Brother  Phillips,  sub- 
ject to  the  ratification  of  the  consti- 
tutional amendments  employing  the 
Grand  Secretary  for  a  term  of  sixteen 
years,  with  a  provision  for  renewal. 
No    measure    proposed    in    the    Con- 


clave  met   Vv^th    a    more    enthusiastic 
reception  than  this. 

Next  in  importance  was  the  pro- 
vision adopted  for  acquiring  a  site  in 
Richmond  for  a  national  fraternity 
shrine  housing  the  Central  Office. 
For  some  time  the  Central  Oiiice  has 
been  working  under  a  severe  handi- 
cap, owing  to  its  cramped  quarters. 
No  more  room  could  be  secured  in 
the  building  in  which  the  office  is 
now  located  and  nothing  else  was 
available  at  what  seemed  a  reasonable 
rental  value.  Accordingly  it  was  pro- 
posed by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  by 
Richmond  alumni,  conversant  with 
local  real  estate  conditions,  that  the 
fraternity  purchase  property  in  which 
the  fraternity's  Central  Office  might 
be  housed  and  its  records  adequately 
protected.  After  a  survey  of  avail- 
able properties  a  committee  of  inves- 
tigation appointed  informally  by 
Brother  Phillips  concluded  that  the 
advisable  thing  to  do  would  be  to 
purchase  a  residence  so  arranged  that 
the  Central  Office  might  be  housed 
on  the  first  floor,  the  upper  floors 
given  over  to  club  purposes  and  the 
rooms  rented  to  Richmond  alumni. 
Several  of  the  latter  were  interviewed 
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and  expressed  a  willingness  to  take 
up  their  living  quarters  in  such  a 
building  that  the  revenues  to  be  de- 
rived might  aid  in  carrying  the  propo- 
sition. 

The  proposal  was  placed  before  the 
Conclave  and  met  with  an  enthusias- 
tic response  in  all  quarters.  It  was 
apparently  felt  that  a  permanent  na- 
tional headquarters  should  be  located 
in  Richmond,  the  birthplace  of  the 
fraternity,  and  that  some  real  estate 
for  the  purpose  should  be  purchased 
outright.  The  discussion  took  the 
proposal  that  the  building  purchased 
at  this  time  should  be  only  tempor- 
arily used,  the  eventual  plan  being  to 
construct  a  national  shrine,  specially 
designed  for  the  purposes  and  use  of 
the  fraternity.  That,  however,  is 
many  years  ahead,  the  present  thought 
being  to  merely  make  a  substantial 
down  payment  and  complete  the  pur- 
chase price  gradually,  the  income 
from  the  building  in  the  meantime  de- 
fraying the  carrying  charges. 

The  measure  effecting  this  proposal 
was  originated  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee where  it  was  carefully  worked 
out  before  its  proposal  on  the  floor 
of  the  Conclave.  It  was  concluded 
that  a  separate  corporation  should  be 
organized  to  purchase,  manage  and 
dispose,  if  necessary,  of  the  property 
and  control  of  that  corporation  was 
vested  in  the  fraternity  by  providing 
it  should  own  and  hold  all  capital 
stock  except  such  shares  as  it  might 
be  necessary  to  assign  to  qualify  direc- 
tors of  the  corporation.  Further,  it 
was  provided  that  the  Grand  Presi- 
dent and  the  Grand  Secretary  should 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  holding  corpora- 
tion, the  stock  of  which  should  be 
voted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  of  the  fraternity. 
By  these  devices  complete  control 
over  the  holding  corporation  is  vested 


in  the  fraternity  and  subject  to  the 
will  of  the  grand  chapter. 

The  third  important  measure 
adopted  was  that  relating  to  scholar- 
ship. A  very  drastic  proposal  was 
brought  before  the  Conclave  but  feel- 
ing that  a  more  effective  measure 
could  be  drafted  the  committee  in 
charge  recommended  a  substitute  pro- 
posal which  carried,  providing  for  the 
infliction  of  disciplinary  measures 
upon  delinquent  individuals  and  chap- 
ters. Power  to  exercise  such  disci- 
pline is  vested  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  applies  to  all  members 
falling  below  the  scholastic  require- 
ments for  graduation  and  to  all  chap- 
ters falling  below  the  average  of 
fraternity  scholarship  in  the  chapter's 
own  college.  The  Executive  Commit 
tee  may  make  recommendations  for 
handling  all  cases  and  may  suspend 
either  individual  or  chapter  for  con- 
tinuing unsatisfactory  scholarship. 

In  addition  to  these  measures  there 
were  certain  minor  proposals  clothing 
the  Executive  Committee  with  further 
power  to  deal  with  fraternity  busi- 
'ness  which  further  effectuates  a  policy 
that  took  its  rise  three  or  four  Con- 
claves back.  The  thought  of  recent 
meetings  has  been  to  give  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  broader  discretionary 
powers,  holding  it  strictly  account- 
able. The  better  talent  for  service 
on  the  Executive  Committee  can  only 
be  had,  it  is  argued,  by  giving  this 
committee  matters  of  interest  and 
worth  to  determine. 

A  considerable  number  of  proposed 
measures  were  rejected  by  the  Con- 
clave. Among  them  was  the  provi- 
sion to  purchase  all  badges  through 
the  central  office  which  was  defeated 
because  of  the  additional  detail  of 
work  it  tended  to  throw  into  the  Cen- 
tral Office,  already  overv.'orked.  A 
proposal  to  pay  the  expense  of  all 
alumni  delegates  to  the  Conclave  was 
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rejected  because  of  the  expense  in- 
volved and  the  fact  that  the  revenues 
of  the  fraternity  are  almost  wholly 
derived  from  the  undergraduates.  The 
measure  was  amended  giving  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  authority  to  pro- 
vide such  expense  when  in  its  judg- 
ment the  fraternity  finances  justified 
such  action. 

The  frequently  proposed  measure  to 
put  the  Grand  Treasurer  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  was  also  beaten 
when  there  was  pointed  out  the  nec- 
essity of  having  the  Grand  Treasurer 
in  close  touch  with  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  the  concentration  of  author- 
ity in  one  geographical  section  when 
the  two  officers  reside  in  or  near  the 
same  city.  A  proposal  was  made  to 
select  new  chapters  at  Conclaves  by 
a  four-fifths  vote  of  the  grand  chapter 
but  feeling  that  the  present  method 
of  selection  was  preferable  the  meas- 
ure was  killed.  The  great  expense 
involved  served  to  make  short  shrift 
of  a  proposal  to  hold  Conclaves  an- 
nually. 

One  measure  neither  adopted  or  re- 
jected but  ending  with  its  withdrawal 


caused  considerable  discussion.  This 
was  a  provision  for  lowering  the  in- 
terest rate  on  endowment  fund  loans 
to  chapters  to  three  per  cent.  It  was 
argued  that  inasmuch  as  the  frater- 
nity could  secure  no  more  than  that 
rate  on  its  idle  funds  by  leaving  them 
in  a  bank  the  chapters  should  be  given 
the  benefit  of  such  a  rate.  To  the 
contrary  it  was  contended  that  the 
fraternity  in  making  second  mortgage 
loans  was  assuming  risks  that  could  be 
placed  nowhere  else  at  a  comparable 
rate  of  interest  and  that  the  matter 
should  be  handled  on  a  reasonable 
business  basis.  It  was  further  pointed 
out  that  the  income  from  the  endow- 
ment fund  is  specifically  allocated  to 
the  Journal  to  defray  its  publica- 
tion expense  and  it  would  be  an  un- 
wise policy  to  handicap  the  official 
magazine  of  the  fraternity.  It  was 
eventually  suggested  that  this  is  pecu- 
liarly a  matter  of  financial  policy  to 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  endowment  fund  and  the 
measure  was  withdrawn  to  be  taken 
up  with  that  body,  all  of  whom  are 
experienced  bankers. 


Lavish  Entertainment  features  Richmond 

(Conclave  Program 


Do  pains  or  expense  were  spared 
to  make  the  Silver  Jubilee 
Conclave  an  enjoyable  period. 
These  four  days  were  eventful  not 
only  in  the  serious  work  done  but  in 
the  entertainment  enjoyed  and  those 
who  attended  left  convinced  that  the 
term  ''Virginian  hospitality"  is  some- 
thing more  than  a  stock  phrase. 

That  Conclave  attendants  might 
enjoy  themselves  properly  a  tremen- 
dous amount  of  preparation  was  de- 
manded.      Arrangements     for     each 


event  had  to  be  worked  out  in  detail, 
finances  had  to  be  considered  and  in- 
numerable persons  had  to  serve  as 
hosts  to  a  crowd  of  people  entirely 
unfamiliar  with  Richmond  and  its 
people.  These  considerations  create 
problems  that  can  be  smoothed  out 
only  by  painstaking  planning  and 
work  and  for  having  so  planned  and 
worked  the  Richmond  Alumni  Chap- 
ter is  entitled  to  unstinted  praise. 

Night    time    was    the    time    for    a 
frolic    and    each    night    found    some 
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large  function  planned,  all  but  the 
last,  a  banquet  being  enjoyed  with  the 
ladies  present.  Wednesday  evening 
the  first  event  on  the  entertainment 
program  was  held.  A  boat  trip  down 
the  James  River  was  given  with  about 
17^  couples  present  to  fill  all  the 
decks  of  the  river  steamer.  The  boat 
left  the  city  wharf  at  6:30  P.  M.and 
dancing  on  the  first  deck  immediately 
commenced.  Elsewhere  over  the  boat 
bridge  games  were  commenced  and 
between  cards  and  dancing,  plus  tete- 
a-tetes,  every  one  was  kept  occupied 
until  the  waiters  were  ready  to  serve 
the  buffet  supper  that  had  been  pre- 
pared. 

Following  the  refreshments  danc- 
ing was  resumed  and  continued 
throughout  the  evening.  The  dark- 
ened upper  decks,  however,  afforded 
superior  attractions  for  a  large  share 
of  the  couples  and  became  fully  as 
popular  as  the  space  reserved  for 
dancing.  The  boat  returned  to  the 
city  about  midnight,  the  informality 
of  the  occasion  having  broken  down 
reserves  and  placed  every  one  in  posi- 
tion to  enjoy  themselves  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  week. 

The  next  night  the  event  was  an 
informal  dance  in  the  roof  garden  of 
the  Richmond  Hotel.  The  open  air 
roof  garden  had  been  secured  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
and  only  those  were  admitted  who 
could  show  their  credentials.  Around 
the  generous  dancing  space  in  the 
middle  were  grouped  tables  at  which 
refreshments  were  served  and  with  a 
cool  breeze  blowing  over  the  garden, 
with  the  best  of  music,  with  attractive 
lights  and  decorations  and  the  pre- 
vailmg  enthusiasm  such  as  onlv  an 
event  of  this  kind  could  engender 
official  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  danced 
itself  into  the  wee  small  hours  of  the 
morning  and  was  loathe  to  stop  even 
then. 
On  the  next  night,  Friday,  the  Con- 


clave formal  ball  was  held  at  the  Jef- 
ferson Hotel  ball  room  and  was  in 
all  respects  a  brilliant  affair.  The  ball 
room  was  cleverly  decorated  in  the 
fraternity  colors  and  the  music  was 
furnished  by  the  Old  Dominion  Or- 
chestra with  Horace  Wright,  Virginia 
Alpha,  as  director.  The  favors  given 
were  silver  dorines  bearing  the  crest 
of  the  fraternity.  Paper  caps  and 
hats  were  also  distributed  and  toward 
the  end  streamers,  confetti  and  bal- 
loons were  released  and  the  ball  con- 
verted into  a  miniature  Mardi  Gras. 
At  one  o'clock,  necessitated  by  a  city 
ordinance,  the  dance  came  to  an  end. 
The  evening  was  quite  warm  but  be- 
tween punch  and  ice  water  the  danc- 
ers managed  to  keep  reasonably  cool. 
The  climax  of  the  entertainment 
was  reached  on  Saturday  night  with 
the  banquet  which  was  held  in  the 
spacious  banquet  hall  of  the  Common- 
wealth Club.  With  speakers  and 
grand  officers  seated  at  a  long  table 
down  one  side  of  the  room,  the  others 
were  grouped  in  tables  of  eight 
around  the  outer  edges  of  the  room 
leaving  a  large  space  in  the  middle 
in  which  a  considerable  number  of 
local  dancers  performed  during  the 
dinner.  This  space  also  came  into 
use  at  one  stage  of  the  proceedings 
when  some  effervescent  delegates, 
stirred  by  snappy  piano  playing, 
staged  an  impromptu  Charleston  ex- 
hibition.

Governor  Byrd  of  Virginia  becomes 
Member  of  Fraternity 


ONE  of  the  pleasing  incidents  of 
the  Conclave  was  the  affilia- 
tion of  Governor  Harry  Flood 
Byrd  as  an  honorary  member  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon.  The  application  to  so 
affiliate  him  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive 
Committee  while  in  ses- 
sion during  the  Con- 
clave and  approval 
given. 

Governor  Byrd,  aged 
thirty-eight  and  the 
youngest  governor  in 
the  United  States  at 
the  present  time,  was 
one  of  the  scheduled 
speakers  at  the  opening 
of  the  Conclave  but  a 
conflict  in  dates  in- 
advertently made  by 
his  secretary  compelled 
him  to  go  into  an  mi- 
portant    conference    at

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Sidelights  on  the  Conclave 


T  the  session  on  Friday,  August 
27th,  Judge  E.  W.  Hudgins, 
Virginia  Alpha,  one  of  the 
earhest  members  of  the  fraternity,  in 
an  appropriate  address  presented  to 
the  grand  chapter  a  gavel  made  out 
of  wood  taken  from  the  stairway  of 
the  main  building  of  old  Richmond 
College  at  the  time  it  was  razed  and 
removed  to  the  outskirts  of  Richmond. 
Judge  Hudgins  in  his  presentation 
dwelt  upon  the  sentiment  of  the  fra- 
ternity toward  RichmcMid  College,  the 
place  of  its  birth,  and  the  propriety 
of  having  its  deliberations  controlled 
by  this  emblem  of  the  past.  It  was 
accepted  by  Grand  President  Eastman 
who  pledged  himself  and  his  success- 
ors in  office  to  wield  it  for  the  good 
of  the  fraternity,  with  justice  and 
wisdom  as  they  might  be  given  to 
see  them. 


The  process  of  registration  of  Con- 
clave attendants  was  carried  out  with 
the  same  detail  and  careful  planning 
that  served  to  make  a  success  of  all 
Conclave  plans.  One  had  to  get  into 
line  and  run  the  gauntlet  of  three 
registrars,  the  first  of  whom  received 
the  $10,00  assessment  and  gave  a  re- 
ceipt. The  next  entered  your  name 
on  a  chart  and  by  columnar  designa- 
tions indicated  whether  you  were  a 
grand  officer,  delegate  or  visitor  so 
that  when  all  were  registered  the  at- 
tendance of  the  various  classes  might 
be  totaled.  The  next  registrar  select- 
ed for  you  the  color  of  lapel  badge 
you  were  entitled  to  wear,  determined 
by  whether  you  were  a  grand  officer, 
delegate  or  visitor,  and  printed  your 
name  across  the  top  so  you  could  be 
easily  identified.  You  were  then 
through  with  the  registration  but  if 
you  were  a  delegate  you  had  to  pass 


on  to  the  credentials  committee  and 
there  show  cause  why  you  were  en- 
titled to  be  seated  as  a  delegate.

The  newspaper  publicity  given  the 
Conclave  by  Richmond  papers  was 
unusual.  Front-page  articles  of  length 
were  given  each  day  and  a  good  many 
pictures  were  used.  Each  paper  de- 
tailed a  special  reported  to  cover  the 
Conclave  and  the  job  was  well  done. 


The  Richmond  Alumni  Chapter 
was  the  recipient  of  many  fine  gifts 
of  merchandise  for  their  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  Conclave.  The  Edg- 
worth  Tobacco  Company  gave  pack- 
ages of  smoking  tobacco.  The  Ameri- 
can Tobacco  Company  gave  boxes  of 
Lucky  Strike  cigarets  encased  in  spe- 
cially designed  cartons  bearing  the 
fraternity  crest  and  a  dedication  to 
the  Silver  Jubilee  Conclave.  Cigars 
were  also  given  by  Cliff  Wiel,  a  Rich- 
mond merchant,  and  Camel  cigarets 
by  the  Richmond  Tobacco  Company. 
Edv^^ards  Haldeman  gave  metal  pen- 
cils with  the  Greek  initial  letters  of 
the  fraternity  engraved  upon  them. 
L.  G.  Balfour  Company  gave  watch 
charms  in  the  form  of  the  fraternity 
crest.  Hoover  6?  Smith  presented  the 
crests  that  were  emblazoned  upon 
dorines  given  as  favors  at  the  formal 
dance. 


Morgan  R.  Mills,  Jr.,  of  the  Rich- 
mond Alumni  Chapter  was  responsi- 
ble for  the  boat  trip  the  first  night 
of  the  Conclave.  Appointed  as  a 
committee  of  one  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  such  a  feature  of  enter- 
tainment he  reported  back  promptly 
that  he  had  chartered  a  boat  and  had 
made  arrangements  for  the  food  and 
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music,  subject  to  more  definite  in- 
formation as  to  the  number  of  couples 
who  would  take  the  trip.  Mrs.  Mills 
also  took  a  part  in  Conclave  proceed- 
mgs  by  planning  and  managing  the 
ladies'  bridge  luncheon  held  at  the 
Country  Club.

Not  a  few  wives  of  Sig  Eps  were 
in  or  about  the  Conclave  although 
none  of  them  saw  very  much  of  their 
husbands.

Each  delegate 
received  a  copy  and  a  copy  will  be 
sent  to  each  chapter  for  the  amuse- 
ment of  those  who  were  unable  to 
attend.  Chapters  are  requested  to 
consult  with  their  delegates  with  re- 
spect to  doubtful  statements,  much  of 
the  ambiguity  being  intentional.  The 
plan  of  the  Executive  Committee  is 
to  issue  subsequent  editions  of  "The 
Sigepistle"  at  each  Conclave  to  fol- 
low.

©RINGING  the  chapter 
roll  of  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon to  fifty-four  and 
further  consolidating  its  position 
on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  local 
fraternity,  Kappa  Delta  Phi,  at 
the  University  of  Oregon,  be- 
came Oregan  Beta  on  May  22nd,  the 
new  chapter  being  created  under  the 
tutelage  of  representatives  of  the 
grand  chapter  m  Clifford  B.  Scott 
and  O.  E.  Draper,  and  active  mem- 
bers of  Oregon  Alpha. 

Oregon  Beta  takes  its  start  under 
unusually  auspicious  circumstances. 
Organized  in  1920  it  has  had  suf- 
ficient time  to  catch  its  normal  stride 
under  the  management  of  the  Port- 
land Alumni  Association  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  which  has  administered 
the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Plan  of  Fi- 
nance and  the  new  chapter  enters  the 
fraternity  with  the  unusual  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  owner  of  its  own 
house.  To  be  sure,  it  is  not  entirely 
paid  for  but  the  chapter  holds  a  sub- 
stantial equity  and  payments  have 
been   met   with   regularity.

tions  of  three  days  served 
as  a  mecca  for  Sig  Eps  living  in  the 
northwest  and  partook  of  the  nature 
of  a  fraternity  reunion.  Nearly  the 
entire  membership  of  the  active  chap- 
ter of  Oregon  Alpha  motored  the 
fifty  miles  separating  Oregon  Agri- 
cultural College  from  the  University 
of  Oregon  and  a  large  number  of 
alumni  of  that  chapter  were  also  pres- 
ent as  well  as  scattered  alumni  from 
many  other  chapters  of  the  fraternity, 
some  traveling  by  automobiles  for  dis- 
tances that  to  many  would  seem  un- 
believable. In  addition,  representa- 
tives were  sent  from  Washington 
Alpha  and  Washington  Beta  to  assist 
in  giving  a  proper  start  to  the  new 
oreaniration. 


AN  innovation  in  installation  pro- 
cedure occurred  in  the  Eugene, 
Oregon,  ceremonies  when  for  the  first 
time  in  fraternity  history  initiation 
ceremonies  were  conducted  through- 
out the  night.  It  had  been  planned 
to  run  two  initiation  teams  and  short- 
en the  time  devoted  to  the  work.  But 
upon  arrival  at  Eugene  the  installing 
officers  found  that  part  of  the  para- 
phernalia had  not  arrived  and  plans 
were  accordingly  changed  calling  for 
but  one  working  outfit  but  the  officers 
to  serve  by  shifts.  Accordingly,  work 
was  commenced  about  8:00  o'clock, 
Thursday  night,  May  20th,  and  ran 
until  about  1  :00  a.  m.  under  the  fifst 
ritual  team  which  turned  over  its  du- 
ties to  the  second  team  to  be  contin- 
ued until  about   5:00  a.  m. 

The  next  mornini^j  was  given  over 


to  sleep,  the  afternoon  to  golf  and 
visits  with  the  constantly  increasing 
number  of  alumni  and  evening  found 
the  work  of  initiation  again  under 
way,  this  time  to  continue  until  after 
2:00  a.  m.  when  all  but  one  candi- 
date, who  was  given  the  work  the 
next  day,  were  initiated  into  the  mys- 
teries of  the  fraternity.  Saturday 
morning  the  influx  of  Sig  Eps  con- 
tinued until  the  chapter  house  at  1213 
Hilyard  Street  was  a  seething  nest  of 
humanity.  The  final  installation  cere- 
monies took  place  late  that  afternoon 
in  a  mammoth  meeting  at  the  chapter 
house  in  which  all  present  were  in 
formal  attire  after  which  the  scene 
of  activities  was  transferred  to  a 
downtown  hotel. 

The  first  event  of  the  evening  was 
a  banquet  at  which   the  new  consti- 
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tuted  chapter  had  as  its  guests  a  rep- 
resentative from  each  of  the  other 
twelve  nationals  on  the  Oregon  camp- 
us. In  brief  responses  to  calls  from  the 
toastmaster  the  history  of  the  new 
chapter  was  traced,  its  present  men- 
tioned and  good  wishes  were  extend- 
ed by  its  representatives  of  each  of 
the  other  chapters  present  following 
which     the     grand     officers     present 


aftair  to  an  end  before  anyone  had 
had   enough. 

Consequently,  a  party  organized  at 
the  chapter  house  after  the  dance  and 
set  forth  to  serenade  the  sorority 
houses  of  the  town.  With  an  orches- 
tra mounted  upon  a  truck  and  two 
score  or  more  individuals  possessed 
of  willing  voices,  the  praises  of  "Old

installation  ball  held  at  the  same  hotel. 
Most  of  the  visitors  from  Oregon 
Alpha  had  imported  partners  for  this 
event  but  the  Oregon  Beta  committee 
had  done  a  heroic  work  in  finding 
partners  for  all  others  and  the  dance 
was  an  event  of  brilliance  and  beauty. 
The  large  ball  room  in  Eugene's  lead- 
ing hotel  was  filled,  almost  to  over- 
flowing, and  everyone  was  quite  in 
spirit  with  the  music  furnished  by  a 
noted  orchestra  of  the  Pacific  coast. 
The   arrival   of   Sunday   brought   the 


mill  race  with  a  prominent  member  of 
Oregon  Beta,  assisted  by  an  equally 
prominent  member  of  Oregon  Alpha, 
demonstrated,  full  clad,  the  technique 
of  a  fancy  dive.  At  5:30  a.  m.  the 
installation  ceremonies  were  declared 
at  an  end  by  the  chorus  arriving  at 
the  chapter  house. 

T^HE  University  of  Oregon  offers  a 
splendid  setting  for  the  new  chap- 
ter.    It  is  a  state  co-educational  in- 
stitution with   3,000  students,  exclu- 
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Oregon   Beta  Installation  Group 
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sive  of  extension  enrollment.  Estab- 
lished in  1872,  it  has  had  a  continued, 
steady  growth.  It  is  located  in  a  state 
of  rare  resources  and  unusual  oppor- 
tunity and  in  view  of  the  recent 
growth  in  that  territory  the  school 
has  every  reason  to  anticipate  a  rapid 
increase  in  enrollment. 

Eugene,  Oregon,  in  which  the  state 
university  has  been  located  since  the 
second  or  third  year  of  its  history,  is 
a  town  of  about  15,000  in  a  beautiful 
valley  surrounded  by  mountains  to 
one  side,  with  the  remains  of  forests 
of  the  stately  Douglas  fir  trees  and 
luxuriant  orchards  that  have  replaced 


the  areas  cleared  of  timber.  Not  only 
the  town  of  Eugene  but  the  entire 
contiguous  territory  is  developing  rap- 
idly and  with  a  new  railroad  reaching 
into  Oregon's  greatest  timber  and 
mineral  territories  about  to  be  opened 
with  Eugene  as  its  terminus,  addi- 
tional growth  is  promised  that  city. 

The  university  is  in  process  of 
transformation.  Some  years  ago  the 
plan  for  its  campus  was  changed  mul- 
tiplying the  size  of  the  tract  it  should 
occupy  and  subsequent  development 
has  been  over  the  larger  area.  This 
has  left  the  older  portion  of  the 
campus  somewhat  crowded  for  room

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but  the  newer  portion  having  its 
buildings  widely  scattered.  Oregon's 
physical  equipment  is  adequate  for  its 
needs  and  is  apparently  keeping  pace 
with  the  increase  in  enrollment. 

Twelve  men's  fraternities  have  pre- 
ceded Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  on  the  Ore- 
gon campus,  most  of  these  in  com- 
paratively recent  years.  Oregon  Beta's 
contemporaries  with  the  date  of  their 
installation  at  the  University  of  Ore- 
gon are  as  follows:  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  1910;  Beta  Theta  Pi,  1909; 
Chi  Psi,  1921;  Delta  Tau  Delta,  1913; 
Kappa  Sigma,  1904;  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
1912;  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  1911;  Phi 
Kappa  Psi,  1923;  Sigma  Alpha  Ep- 
silon, 1919;  Sigma  Chi,  1910;  Sigma 
Nu,  1900;  Theta  Chi,  1925.  Most 
of  the  leading  sororities  are  also  on 
the  campus. 

I^APPA  Delta  Phi  was  organized  in 
1920  with  twelve  members.  In 
January,  1921,  the  organization  had 
developed  sufficient  financial  strength 
to  undertake  the  maintenance  of  a 
chapter  house  and  a  lease  was  made. 


They  had  early  determined  to  peti- 
tion Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  for  a  charter 
and  the  result  was  that  passing  a  first 
inspection  they  were  taken  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Portland  Alumni 
Association  and  their  operations  con- 
trolled in  accordance  with  the  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  Plan  of  Finance.  Ac- 
cordingly, its  fortunes  prospered  and 
in  1924,  having  found  a  suitable 
house  of  fourteen  rooms  at  what 
seemed  a  bargain  price,  the  organiza- 
tion bought  its  present  home  at  a 
price  of  $17,000.  Following  an  ini- 
tial payment  the  chapter  has  been 
making  monthly  payments  and  has 
been  able  to  accumulate  a  surplus  in 
addition.  The  house  is  attractive,  in- 
side and  out,  and  occupies  a  splendid 
corner  two  blocks  from  the  campus. 
It  will  be  adequate  for  the  chapter's 
needs  for  many  years  to  come  and 
the  stability  of  the  chapter's  finances 
promises  that  within  a  few  years  the 
house  will  be  cleared  of  debt. 

The  new  chapter  has  been  repre- 
sented in  virtually  all  activities  upon 
the  Oregon  campus  and  has  built  up 
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a  very  favorable  good  will.  This  was 
attested  in  the  many  elaborate  gifts 
that  were  presented  to  it  by  fraterni- 
ties and  sororities  desiring  to  express 
their  congratulations  and  good  wishes 
on  the  nationalization  of  the  local.  If 
this  were  not  sufficient  to  please  the 
members  of  the  chapter  the  shower 
of  telegraph  that  came  from  indivi- 
duals and  chapters  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  should  have  been. 

The  pleasure  of  Oregon  Beta  in  se- 
curing its  charter  scarcely  exceeded 
that  of  the  other  chapters  on  the  Paci- 
fic coast  in  securing  another  chapter. 
Oregon  Alpha,  the  nearest  chapter, 
appeared  to  be  the  most  gratified  to 
have  added  a  near  neighbor  but  the 
representatives  sent  from  each  of  the 
Washington  chapters  brought  expres- 
sions of  pleasure  from  their  respective 
chapters.      Members   in   that   country 


travel  about  from  place  to  place  more 
than  is  true  in  the  east  and  the  new 
chapter  assures  many  more  fraternity 
contacts  than  had  previously  been  pos- 
sible. 

The  Portland  Alumni  Association 
was  present  for  the  installation  in  the 
person  of  its  officers  and  many  mem- 
bers. The  Portland  men  are  rejoic- 
ing as  much  as  any  group  for  Kappa 
Delta  Phi  has  been  their  ''child." 
They  have  ''raised'"  it  from  its  early 
"infancy"'  and  consequently  take  pride 
in  the  result  of  their  labors. 

Forty-eight  members  of  Oregon 
Beta  were  given  the  initiatory  work 
during  the  three  days.  Of  this  num- 
ber about  a  dozen  were  alumni  who 
returned  for  the  purpose  of  initiation. 
Nearly  100  Sig  Eps  made  the  chapter 
house  their  headquarters  on  the  con- 
cluding day  of  the  ceremonies.

Virginia  Eta's  New  Home  at  the  University 

of  Virginia

VIRGINIA    ETA'S    new    home 
was    especially    designed    and 
constructed  for  that  chapter.    It 
had  been  a  dream  for  years  and  be- 
came a  reality  only  after  a  hard  strug- 
gle. 

About  four  years  ago  a  house  on 
Rugby  Road  was  purchased.  This 
house  was  not  comfortable  and  was 
located  a  long  distance  from  the 
campus,  but  the  active  men  were  loyal 
and  stuck  by  the  proposition,  paying 
off  $1,000  a  year  besides  keeping  up 
with  the  taxes  and  other  expenses. 
The  alumni  were  incorporated  but 
the  membership  was  soon  found  to 
be  too  large  for  action  and  work,  so 
it  was  reduced  to  five  members  who 
also  composed  the  board  of  directors. 
This  small  body,  composed  of  Jack 
Kennan,  Rodney  Berry,  E.  L.  Dyer, 
R.  E.  Garland  and  the  president  of 
the  active  chapter,  with  the  loyal  sup- 
port of  some  of  the  alumni  and  all 
of  the  active  chapter,  assumed  the  re- 


sponsibility of  financing  and  con- 
structing the  house. 

How  did  we  do  it?  Well,  it  took 
determination  and  lots  of  hard  work. 
No  contributions  were  sought  and 
those  offered  were  met  b  your  propo- 
sition to  accept  only  as  loans  for  which 
we  issued  second  mortgage  bonds.  We 
consider  this  plan  the  only  fair  one 
to  the  active- man  as  well  as  the  alum- 
nus. The  actives  and  alumni  bought 
bonds,  some  being  purchased  on  the 
installment  plan.  Several  alumni 
bought  heavily  of  bonds,  feeling  that 
they  could  lend  their  money,  where- 
as they  would  not  be  justified,  with 
their  home  obligations,  in  making  con- 
tributions. The  corporation  is  sound 
financially.  The  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Plan  of  Finance  is  being  used  under 
the  supervision  of  the  alumni  cor- 
poration. The  active  men  are  appre- 
ciative and  happy. 

In  keeping  with  the  architecture  of 
the  university  and  many  surrounding 
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fraternity  houses,  Virginia  Eta"s  new 
home  is  a  striking  type  of  colonial 
architecture  and  compares  favorably, 
in  size  and  beauty,  with  the  best 
houses  on  the  campus.  From  the 
viewpoint  of  construction,  conveii' 
iences  for  the  members,  arrangements 
for  social  functions  and  the  low  main- 
tenance cost  per  man,  our  house  is 
the  best  at  Virginia. 

The  house  is  constructed  of  colon- 
ial red  brick,  while  all  wood  work,  in- 
cluding the  four  colossal  columns 
supporting  the  porch  leading  from 
the  third  floor,  is  painted  white.  Sit- 
uated on  Madison  Lane,  one  block 
from  the  campus,  surrounded  by  other 
fraternity  houses,  Virginia  Eta's 
house  presents  a  very  pleasing  ap- 
pearance as  it  rests  on  an  elevation 
overlooking  the  university  tennis 
C(Uirts  to  Rugby  Road  beyond. 


The  exterior  view  invites  a  closer 
inspection.  Under  the  porch  sup- 
ported by  the  four  large  columns  we 
find  a  hanging  balcony,  and  beneath 
a  tile  porch  extending  across  the  front 
of  the  house,  with  French  doors  lead- 
ing from  the  living  room  and  library. 

Upon  opening  a  massive  front  door 
we  come  into  a  hall  extending  back 
about  twenty  feet  to  a  clothes  closet 
situated  under  the  winding  stairs.  To 
the  left,  through  an  arcade,  is  the 
living  room  with  an  inviting  fireplace. 
The  furniture  in  this  room  is  in  brown 
leather.  At  the  end  of  this  room  is 
located  the  president's  and  comptrol- 
ler's rooms  with  a  toilet  and  bath  con- 
necting. These  rooms  are  used  as 
ladies  retiring  rooms  during  social 
functions. 

To  the  right,  through  French  doors 
is  the  library  or  card  room  and  back 
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of  this  the  dining  room,  accommodat- 
ing thirty-live  to  forty  regularly.  By 
opening  the  French  doors  leading 
from  the  library,  space  can  be  made 
to  seat  seventy-five  for  a  banquet. 

The  entire  first  floor  can  be  thrown 
open  for  a  dance.  The  lighting  fix- 
tures throughout  are  of  comatone. 
The  walls  are  sand  finished  and  light 
buff  in  color,  the  curtains  are  cream 
colored  with  over-draperies  of  grey 
monk's  cloth  trimmed  in  brown  braid. 

The  second  floor  has  eight  double 
bed  rooms  and  a  bathroom.  Each 
bed  room  has  two  windows  and  a 
built-in  chiffonier,  and  is  furnished 
with  a  double-decker  bed,  two  study 
tables,  and  four  chairs.  The  built-in 
chiffoniers  make  the  floor  space  much 
greater  and  are  very  convenient.  No 
bath  tubs  are  found  in  the  house  but 


a  shower  is  furnished  for  each  four 
men. 

The  third  floor  is  nearly  a  replica 
of  the  second,  making  a  total  of  eigh- 
teen bed  rooms  which  will  take  care 
(^f  thirty-four  men.  The  attic  pro- 
vides sufficient  space  for  storing  all 
trunks. 

The  basement  is  fireproof,  the  walls 
and  floors  being  constructed  of  either 
concrete  or  tile.  The  basement  con- 
tains the  kitchen,  storerooms,  servants 
rooms,  furnace  room  and  coal  vault. 
A  dumb-waiter  runs  from  the  kitchen 
to  the  butler's  pantry  which  adjoins 
the  dining  room  on  the  first  floor 

All  told  it  is  an  exceptionally  well 
appointed  house  of  which  the  chapter 
and  alumni  are  justly  proud.  South- 
ern hospitality  prevails  at  Virginia 
Eta  and  a  welcome  awaits  any  Sig 
Ep  who  may  pass  that  way. 


New  York  Alpha  "Will  Rebuild  Its 
Chapter  House 


T  a  meeting  of  the  alumni  of 
New  York  Alpha  held  in  Syra- 
cuse in  June  a  resolution  was 
adopted  authorizing  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  building  corporation  to 
issue  bonds  aggregating  $25,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  re-building  the 
New  York  Alpha  chapter  house.

Even  the  architect  has 
been  drawn  from  the  chapter's  mem- 
bership roll  and  Asa  P.  Wiegand  is 
now  drafting  plans  for  the  new  home. 
The  bond  issue  will  be  offered  early 
this  fall.  The  date  for  commence- 
ment of  building  operations  has  not 
been  set.

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Middle  Tennessee  c^lumni  Association 
Created  at  Nashville

^^=:^HE  citi::ens  of  Nashville,  the 
l^)  capital  city  of  Tennessee,  got 
their  first  long-needed  rest 
from  the  political  clamor  of  the  most 
heated  race  for  governor  ever  known 
in  the  "Volunteer''  state,  on  Satur- 
day, July  31,  for  on  that  date  thirty 
brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brought 
themselves  together  in  that  state. 
Little  things  like  governor's  races 
could  not  interfere  with  the  enthus- 
iasm on  such  an  auspicious  occasion. 

The  direct  reason  for  this  meeting 
was  to  organize  the  Middle  Tennes- 
see Alumni  Association,  but  it  in- 
directly served  as  a  "toddy"  to 
strengthen  the  fraternity  spirit  of  all 
present  and  to  bring  into  closer  unity 
the  brothers  in  this  section  of  the 
state. 

The  idea  of  the  whole  affair  orig- 
inated in  the  mind  of  E.  H.  Quails, 
Tennessee  Alpha,  and  it  was  through 
his  hard  work  and  tenacity  that  the 
occasion  was  acclaimed  by  all  a  great 
success.  He  had  ably  advertised  the 
affair  through  the  media  of  letters, 
postcards,  newspapers,  telephones, 
and  last  but  not  least,  his  silver 
tongue.  Before  the  campaign  was 
over  each  Sig  Ep  in  the  state  had 
been  notified  he  would  be  present  at 
the  banquet  to  be  held  in  the  Andrew 
Jackson  hotel. 

The  brothers  began  to  arrive  the 
day  before.  They  came  from  far  off 
Greenville,  the  city  of  the  "filthy 
weed;""  from  Savannah,  located  twelve 
miles  from  land  or  water;  from  Chat- 
tanooga, the  land  of  Lookout;  and 
from  Knoxville,  the  location  of  Ten- 
nessee Alpha's  incubator  (it  hatched 
out  most  of  the  brothers  present). 


At  exactly  7:47  p.  m.  this  aggre- 
gation put  their  feet  under  the  table 
in  the  banquet  room  of  the  Andrew^ 
Jackson  hotel,  and  had  "Old  Hickory" 
himself  been  present,  history  would 
not  have  been  more  notably  recorded 
than  it  was  in  the  following  two 
hours. 

As  is  unusual  at  most  banquets, 
there  was  food  galore.  (I  couldn't 
count  the  courses  but  it  started  with 
the  cocktail  and  ended  with  the 
cigar).  As  is  usual  at  all  banquets 
we  had  speeches — they  were  of  every 
variety:  short  and  long,  funny  and 
solemn,  prepared  and  impromptu.  But 
unlike  speeches  at  other  banquets  they 
were  good,  interesting,  inspiring,  and 
everyone  enjoyed  them. 

Roy  Striegel,  Tennessee  Alpha, 
served  as  toastmaster,  and  a  good  one 
he  was,  too.  He  probably  acquired 
this  ability  in  law  school,  having  just 
graduated  last  June.  It  made  us  feel 
good  to  see  him  at  the  head  of  the 
table,  and  to  know  that  his  interest 
in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  as  lively  as 
ever.  Striegel  was  a  member  of  Ten- 
nessee Alpha,  and  while  the  head  of 
that  chapter  his  senior  year  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee,  steered  it 
through  many  a  stiff  tide  and  was 
largely  responsible  for  putting  the 
chapter  where  it  is  today.  He  is  now 
practicing  law  in  Nashville  and  be- 
tween his  suits  I'm  sure  he  will  help 
find  a  way  to  put  the  Middle  Tennes- 
see Alumni  Association  at  the  head 
of  the  list. 

The  address  of  welcome  and  open- 
ing remarks  were  made  by  Don  Hart- 
ford, Georgia  Alpha.  Drop  back  to 
the  days  when  the  "Golden  Tornado" 
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was  in  full  blast  and  Don  will  he 
found  in  the  front  line  trenches.  He 
reaped  four  letters  in  track  and  in 
his  senior  year  was  president  of  his 
class,  the  student  body,  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  Georgia  Alpha,  and  captain 
of  track.  At  present  he  is  located  at 
Old  Hickory,  a  suburb  of  Nashville, 
as  supervisor  of  the  winding  depart- 
ment of  DuPont  Rayon  Company. 

Next  on  the  program  was  the 
little  "idea  factory,''  E.  H.  Quails, 
Tennessee  Alpha.  As  he  arose  to 
his  feet  the  room  was  drowned  with 
cheers,  because  each  man  present 
knew  how  much  he  has  done  for 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  Someone  re- 
marked, ''He  is  more  active  now  than 
he  was  when  he  was  an  active  mem- 
ber."' If  that  is  possible,  it  is  true. 
While  at  the  University  of  Tennes- 
see he  achieved  all  the  honors  to  be 
had  (so  why  enumerate  them)  and 
while  head  of  the  chapter  his  senior 
year,  put  it  at  the  top  of  the  list 
on  the  campus.  And  now  he  has 
founded  the  Middle  Tennessee  Alum- 
ni Association.  His  work  always  gets 
bigger  and  better  and  some  day  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  will  be  as  proud  of  him 
as  is  Tennessee  Alpha  today. 

Quails  is  located  at  present  in 
Nashville  as  assistant  engineer  of  the 
State  Railroad  fe?  Public  Utilities 
Commission.  After  Brother  Quails 
had  told  the  needs  for  an  alumni  as- 
sociation in  this  section  of  the  state 
the  formal  organization  was  complet- 
ed with  E.  H.  Quails,  president,  and 
Don  Hartford,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. Brother  Quails  was  elected  as 
a  delegate  to  the  Conclave. 

Fred  Wade,  Tennessee  Alpha,  was 
there  and  had  left  his  heavy  law  prac- 
tice in  Knoxville  long  enough  to  come 
over  and  tell  us  all  about  Tennessee 
Alpha's  new  home.  He  assured  the 
crowd  that  that  chapter  would  be  in 
a  new  $50,000  house  one  year  hence. 
Wade  has  made  this  new  home  pos- 


sible through  his  close  attention  as 
alumni  supervisor.  No  more  valuable 
man  has  ever  been  connected  with  a 
chapter  than  he.  He  is  out  for  a 
world's  record:  he  has  lived  in  the 
house  nine  years,  and  the  record  is 
eleven.  He  tells  us  when  he  has  lived 
there  eleven  years  and  one  day  he  is 
ready  to  ''hook  up"  with  some  fair 
''dictator"  for  life. 

The  active  chapter  of  Tennessee 
Alpha  was  represented  by  Luke  Bew- 
ley,  who  told  the  progress  and  needs 
of  the  chapter.  Bewley  is  at  present 
the  biggest  man  on  the  campus  and 
during  his  coming  senior  year  is  head 
of  the  chapter.  Great  things  are  ex- 
pected and  will  be  derived  from  his 
work  during  this,  his  last  year. 

Georgia  Alpha  was  represented  by 
Web  Brown  of  Chattan(X)ga.  He 
made  an  excellent  report  from  our 
Tech  chapter  and  talked  of  the  need 
for  close  co-operation  between  the 
southern  chapters.  If  Georgia  Alpha 
can  continue  to  turn  out  men  like 
Web  Brown,  who  was  one  of  the 
most  active  generals  ever  seen  on  the 
Tech  campus,  it  need  never  worry 
about  its  ranking  with  the  other  chap- 
ters. 

The  biggest  and  best  has  been  saved 
until  the  last.  To  the  alumni  and 
upper  classmen  it  is  only  necessary  to 
mention  the  next  speaker's  name. 
They  all  know  him.  The  sophomores 
and  freshmen  have  heard  about  him.

the  successor  to  Bob  Edwards,  the 
latter  remaining  in  the  employ  of  the 
fraternity  but  with  somewhat  changed 
functions.  D'Aiuto  goes  upon  the 
road  as  a  full-time  traveling  secretary. 
Edwards  becomes  auditor  of  the  fra- 
ternity to  handle  from  the  Central 
Office  follow-up  work  of  the  finan- 
cial system,  including  reports,  and  to 
do  a  certain  amount  of  traveling  him- 
self. 


Under  the  new  arrangement  made 
by  the  Executive  Committee  it  is 
planned  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
college  year  Edwards  will  hold  re- 
gional meetings  for  all  chapter  comp- 
trollers in  a  given  district.  For  two 
days  the  comptrollers  will  meet  and 
under  the  tutelage  of  the  auditor  con- 
struct their  respective  budgets  and  go 
through  a  ''schoor'  of  intensive  chap- 
ter house  management.  A  month  or 
more  will  be  occupied  in  this  work 
after  which  Edwards  will  return  to 
the  Central  Office  and  by  correspond- 
ence and  occasional  visits  keep  chap- 
ters operating  efficiently.  D'Aiuto 
will,  in  the  meantime,  make  the  cir- 
cuit of  the  chapters  doing  such  work 
as  he  can  while  on  the  ground.  His 
recommendations  for  each  chapter  will 
be  kept  on  file  at  the  Central  Office 
and  chapters  required  to  comply  with 
them.  Edwards  will  also  assist  the 
Grand  Secretary  in  other  phases  of 
Central  Office  work  when  attention 
is  not  required  to  financial  phases. 
The  new  arrangement  is  a  part  of 
the  campaign  being  waged  to  so  thor- 
oughly establish  the  financial  system 
of  the  fraternity  that  it  will  shortly 
carry  itself  with  less  attention  than 
has  been  demanded. 

D'Aiuto,  the  new  traveling  secre- 
tary,—call  him  Dan;  they  all  do — 
w^as  last  year  the  president  of  West 
Virginia  Beta  and  qualified  for  the 
place  by  very  successfully  handling 
the  executive  work  of  his  chapter.  He 
has  quite  an  athletic  record  behind 
him,  having  been  one  of  the  most 
spectacular  sprinters  in  eastern  col- 
legiate circles  and  has  unofficially 
beaten  the  world's  record  in  the  65- 
vard  indoor  dash.

OFFICIALS  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi, 
journalism  fraternity,  are  in 
process  of  organizing  a  tour 
for  members  of  that  fraternity  which 
shall  visit  the  third  press  congress  of 
the  world  to  he  held  in  Geneva  and 
Lausanne,  Switzerland,  September 
14th  tO|18th.  The  tour  will  be  un- 
der the  guidance  of  instructors  in 
journalism  from  various  colleges  with 
Professor  Lawrence  W.  Murphy,  di- 
rector, school  of  journalism.

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Our  Captains  for  the  Year 


QOW  many  major  sport  captains 
were  held  by  members  of  Sig- 
ma Phi  Epsilon?  No  one 
knows.  Some  chapters  report  their 
captains;  others  do  not.  Some  are 
recalled  by  those  who  follow  fra- 
ternity affairs  even  though  not  report- 
ed. Others  are  overlooked.  Calls 
sent  to  all  chapters  to  secure  names 
and  pictures  of  all  captains  for  the 
year  elicited  five  replies — which  gives 
an  inadequate  idea  of  Sigma  Phi  Eu- 
silon's  leadership  in  sport  circles  for 
the  year. 

One  thing  is  certain.  That  is  that 
Delaware  Alpha  holds  the  record  for 
the  number  of  captains  in  one  chap- 
ter, claiming  no  less  than  five.  With 
Lewis  H.  Kramer  captain  of  football 
and  track,  Victor  Lichtenstein  heading 
the  basketball  team,  William  Reybold, 
the  swimming  team  and  Wallace 
Dutcher,  the  rifle  team,  the  Delaware 
Alpha  men  have  monopolized  honors 
on  their  campus. 

In  Robert  E.  Reeves,  Georgia  Al- 
pha has  the  captain  of  the  baseball 
team  at  Georgia  Tech.  Reeves,  the 
shortstop  on  his  team,  is  the  Bambino 
of  the  southern  conterence  with  his 
ten  home  runs  in  the  first  eleven 
games  played  and  a  batting  average 
of  .450. 

Dan  D'Aiuto  of  West  Virginia 
Beta  who  captains  the  West  Virginia 
track  team  is  a  speed  fiend  who  holds 
the  West  Virginia  collegiate  record 
in  the  century  and  220-yard  dashes 
and  the  record  of  the  Allegheny 
mountain  association  of  the  A.  A.  U. 
in  the  50-yard  dash  and  the  broad 
jump.  He  has  also  unofficially  beaten 
the  world's  indoor  65 -yard  dash  rec- 
ord by  one-fifth  of  a  second. 

Oklahoma  Alpha  had  the  captain- 
cy of  the  Oklahoma  A.  6?  M.  College 
football  team  last  fall  in  Don  Rodgers 


who  was  on  the  second  All-Sig  Ep 
team.  Two  other  members  on  the 
second  All-Sig  Ep  team  who  axe  track 
captains  this  spring  are  Doss  Richer- 
son,  Missouri  Alpha,  and  Ray  Dau- 
bert,  Iowa  Gamma.  Incidentally, 
these  two  pilots  of  the  Missouri  and 
Iowa  track  squads,  respectively,  are 
two  of  the  leading  shot-putters  in  the 
middle  west. 

In  Ralph  Best,  captain  the  Lehigh 
wrestling  team  Pennsylvania  Epsilon 
has  the  eastern  collegaite  wrestling 
champion  at  the  125-pound  weight. 
At  the  close  of  this,  his  senior  year, 
he  is  to  wrestle  for  the  New  York 
Athletic  Club. 

George  Barker,  New  York  Beta,  is 
a  Sig  Ep  captain  in  a  college  having 
no  chapter  of  our  fraternity,  having 
led  the  Sewanee  football  team  last  fall. 

Irving  E.  Reynolds,  Michigan 
Alpha,  captained  the  Michigan 
hockey  team  last  winter  after  three 
years'  college  competition  on  the  ice 
and  he  was  selected  as  captain  of  the 
all-conference  hockey  team  for  the 
second  consecutive  year. 

William  W.  Davis,  Virginia  Ep- 
silon, led  the  track  team  at  Washing- 
ton and  Lee  this  spring  and  did  some 
noteworthy  work  in  the  sprints  and 
hurdles.  He  has  a  brilliant  track 
record  back  of  him  and  may  be  safely 
rated  as  one  of  the  leading  tracksters 
of  the  South. 

In  Park  Kinney,  Colorado  Alpha, 
we  find  a  captain  for  two  successive 
seasons,  the  captaincy  of  baseball  hav' 
ing  been  awarded  him  in  both  his 
junior  and  senior  years.  He  had  two 
years  of  participation  in  baseball  prior 
to  that. 

North  Carolina  Delta  had  a  galaxy 
of  captains  in  William  Dodderer, 
southern  baseball  ace;  Sentelle  Jones, 
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captain  of  the  baseball  team,  and  D. 
V.  Elgin,  leader  of  the  tennis  team. 
Dodderer,  in  addition  to  his  Basketball 
work,  was  a  member  of  the  Carolina 
football  and  baseball  teams,  and  was 
widely  chosen  as  a  member  of  the  all' 
southern  basketball  team  at  the  close 
of  the  last  season.  Jones,  of  baseball 
fame,  plays  outfield  and  third  base 
and  has  had  four  years  in  this  sport 
at  Carolina. 

Vermont  Alpha  claimed  the  honor 
of  having  the  football  captain  at  Nor- 
wich University  in  Crowley,  who  will 
be  remembered  in  the  all-Sig  Ep  com- 
petition, and  another  member.  Bedell, 
piloted  the  basketball  team,  four  of 
whom  were  members  of  that  chapter. 


Likewise  Baker  of  that  chapter  was 
captain  of  the  rifle  team,  an  important 
activity  at  Norwich. 

Missouri  Alpha  had  two  captains 
in  spring  sports.  McQueen  led  the 
baseball  team,  while  Richerson,  as 
pilot  of  the  track  team,  monopoli2;ed 
honors  in  every  track  meet  in  which 
he  participated.  He  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  weight  men  for  the  year 
in  the  whole  of  the  United  States 
and  has  left  weight  records  in  the 
Missouri  Valley  Conference  that  will 
probably  stand  for  many  years. 

A  number  of  captains-elect  have 
been  reported  to  the  Journal  but 
these  must  be  presented  to  the  fra' 
ternity  at  a  later  date.

INNING  the  golf  tournament

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New  Course  Offered  at  Illinois  and 
Michigan  Universities

QERIPATETICS.  That  is  the 
new  course  offered  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  IlHnois  and  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  according  to 
edicts  of  the  administrations  of  these 
two  large  universities. 

Don't  reach  for  your  dictionary. 
ril  save  you  the  trouble.  The  word 
was  Greek  to  me  too  until  I  looked 
it  up  to  find  that  the  contemporaries 
of  Socrates,  Plato  et  al,  had  scram- 
bled a  couple  of  well-known  vehicles 
of  expression,  peri,  meaning  "about,'' 
and  patos,  meaning  ''path,"  to  con- 
coct a  term  which  more  or  less  loosely 
means  to  meander  hither  and  thither 
or  any  other  convenient  destination. 
Hence,  I  have  adopted  the  term  as  a 
name  for  the  new  course  to  be  given 
at  Illinois  and  Michigan  in  lieu  of 
the  course  in  automotives,"  recently 
abandoned.  And  that  requires  some 
explanation. 

It  seems  that  the  Illinois  federation 
of  labor  held  a  convention  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois — which,  in  itself,  is 
a  good  one.  At  that  meeting  a  reso- 
lution was  adopted  which  proffered 
the  Illinois  faculty  advice  to  the  ef- 
fect that  immorality  at  that  institu- 
tion would  probably  decrease  in  the 
same  proportion  that  automobiles  and 
Illinois  students  ceased  having  things 
in  common.  Whether  or  not  the  Il- 
linois federation  of  labor  is  accus- 
tomed to  making  decisions  for  the 
University  of  Illinois  faculty  has  not 
been  disclosed.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
about  the  first  of  July  the  Illinois 
council  of  administration  issued  a 
manifesto  to  the  public  and  a  letter 
to  the  parents  of  all  registered  stu- 
dents stating  that  on  and  after  Sep- 


tember 1st,  1926,  students  possessing 
or  operating  cars  at  the  university 
would  be  not. 

And  then  Dr.  Clarence  Cook 
Little's  University  of  Michigan  saw 
the  light.  This  noted  educational  mill 
likewise  edicted,  manifestoed,  or  what 
have  you?  that  no  matriculant  in  and 
about  Ann  Arbor  would  travel  on 
wheels  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
the  fall  term. 

All  of  which  inclines  one  to  won- 
der, -'What  ho?" 

Is  it  a  nefarious  scheme  concocted 
by  the  Nettletons,  Florsheims  and 
brothers  in  the  leather  trust?  Is  it 
socialistic  influence  bent  upon  foiling 
the  gasoline  combine?  Or  is  it  a  plan 
of  Wall  Street  operators  to  beat  down 
the  soaring  quotations  on  General 
Motors? 

The  Michigan  authorities  say  noth- 
ing— which  is  a  very  safe  thing  to 
say.  The  Illini  administrators,  what- 
ever their  real  reasons  may  be,  state 
a  number  of  rather  good  reasons  for 
their  action,  among  which  are  impu- 
tations that  automobiles  have  contrib- 
uted to  low  scholarship,  waste  of  time, 
numerous  accidents,  violations  of 
motor  traffic  laws  and  immorality. 

A  careful  perusal  of  Associated 
Press  dispatches  has  brought  to  light 
no  college  regulations,  following  the 
Illinois  and  Michigan  edits,  providing 
that  students  shall  carry  in  their  own 
cobs  and  fire  wood  nor  that  they  shall 
perform  their  own  janitor  service. 
The  gain  made  by  the  anti-modern- 
ists in  banning  the  automobile,  how 
ever,  should  encourage  further  resort 
to  devices  for  returning  students  to 
the    conditions    of    their    grand-dads. 
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Probably  the  first  move  made  will  be 
the  banning  of  incandescent  lights  in 
an  attempt  to  make  literally  possible 
the  much  mentioned  burning  of  mid- 
night oil.  But  will  the  pedants  be 
fair  about  the  thing?  In  executing  a 
throw-back  into  yesteryear  will  they 
reduce  their  tuition  and  board  to  the 


level  of  that  time?  And  what  about 
the  pre-Volsteadean  facilities  that 
made  possible  such  rounds  as  ''Here's 
to  Good  Old  Siwash,  Drink  'Er 
Down,  Drink  'Er  Down"?  With  a 
sad  shaking  of  the  head  I  opine  that 
the  pedagogs  will  take  all  they  can 
get  and  give  nothing  in  return.

A  substantial  en- 
dowment has  been  created  and  liberal 
salaries  are  being  offered  to  outstand- 
ing instructors  in  an  effort  to  secure 
a  faculty  of  unusual  strength.  Rol- 
lins College  is  located  at  Winter  Park, 
Florida. 
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The  winding  department  of  the 
Dupont  Rayon  Company  at  Old 
Hickory,  Tennessee,  is  supervised  by 
Don  Hartford  of  Georgia  Alpha.  Be- 
fore his  graduation  (two  years  ago) 
from  Greorgia  Tech,  Hartford  was 
conceded  to  be  one  of  the  most  pop' 
ular  students  to  ever  attend  that  in- 
stitution. During  his  senior  year  he 
was  president  of  the  senior  class  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  student 
body,  captain  of  the  track  team, 
member  of  the  football  team  and  a 
member  of  every  honorary  society  on 
the  campus.

Some  chapters  specialize  in  captain- 
cies. West  Virginia  Beta  specializes 
in  managerships.  The  chapter  claims 
the  managerships  of  two  sports  and 
the  assistant  managership  of  four  out 
of  a  possible  five.  In  addition  they 
had  Dan  D'Aiuto,  captain  of  the 
track  team. 
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A  perusal  of  the  activities  lists  of  the  chapters  impresses  one  with  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  striking  lack  of  balance  in  the  activities  of  students  of 
the  same  chapters.  Some  there  are  who  can  boast  little  or  no  activity — and 
these  are  losing  a  portion  of  what  the  college  has  to  offer.  Others  are  sadly 
attempting  to  overdo  activities  and  have  insufficient  time  to  secure  the  real 
benefits  of  their  college  life. 

As  between  too  few  and  too  many  activities,  if  one  must  take  a  choice, 
he  should  elect  the  former  status.  But  neither  is  necessary.  It  is  a  doubtful 
honor  to  hold  memberships  in  a  number  of  college  societies.  That  many 
students  do  not  appreciate  that  fact  is  revealed  by  the  activities  list.  They 
madly  scramble  to  enable  themselves  to  write  the  names  of  a  number  of 
organizations  after  their  names,  most  of  which  mean  nothing,  surely  to  an 
outsider  and  perhaps  to  themselves. 

Why  cannot  a  happy  medium  be  struck?  Why  not  limit  one's  campus 
activity  to  the  major  activities  of  worth?  Some  participation  in  athletics, 
forensics,  literary  work — doesn't  that  about  compass  the  field  of  activity  from 
which  any  value  may  result?  So  restricted,  the  student  may  have  some  time 
left  for  scholarly  work  which,  all  too  frequently,  is  a  minor  incident.  In 
some  cases,  the  student  should  indulge  in  no  activities.  He  has  difficulty 
enough  in  doing  creditable  scholastic  work.  In  mapping  out  the  year's  work 
let  a  bit  of  thought  be  given  these  considerations.

Many  a  sensitive  spirit  has  been  completely  crushed  because  overlooked 
by  fraternities  in  their  scramble  for  members.  And  there  is  no  more  harm 
that  the  fraternity  system  can  do  than  in  impressing  the  overlooked  student 
with  the  false  notion  that  his  inferiority  has  been  responsible  for  barring 
him  from  membership.  Brooding  over  this  slight  that  weighs  heavily  with 
most  students  he  frequently  graduates  with  a  sense  of  personal  inferiority 
that  is  a  handicap  for  life. 

Fraternity  membership  is  a  rather  arbitrary  thing,  let  it  be  remembered. 
Pirst  impressions  all  too  largely  control.  Personal  worth  is  sought  but  our 
methods  of  rushing  are  not  conducive  to  accurate  judgments  in  such  matters 
and  the  basis  of  selection  largely  becomes  one  of  congeniality  and  similarity 
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of  tastes.  Favorable  appearance,  personal  charm  and  engaging  manners  win 
most  invitations  to  membership  and  while  these  are  desirable  qualities  they 
do  not  go  to  the  personal  worth  of  men. 

Much  of  the  bitterness  on  the  part  of  nonfraternity  men  might  be 
avoided  if  fraternity  men  would  hold  themselves  out  for  what  they  are: 
groups  selected  for  congeniality  and  not  on  the  basis  of  personal  worth. 
Extending  to  nonfraternity  men  the  same  friendship  that  is  bestowed  upon 
fraternity  men  would  do  much  to  heal  many  acute  spiritual  wounds  and 
would  mitigate  to  some  extent  the  evil  that  inevitably  arises  when  a  non- 
fraternity man  is  impressed  with  a  sense  of  his  own  inferiority — an  impression 
that  is  very  frequently  false. 

Is  it  possible  that  barren,  untidy  study  rooms  have  something  to  do  with 
poor  scholarship? 

It  is  the  customary  thing  to  find  an  attractive,  well-furnished  and  taste- 
fully-decorated first  floor  in  chapter  houses  but  upstairs  the  rooms  are  equipped 
with  decrepit  furniture  of  the  cheapest  kind  and  personal  effects  are  strewn 
about  helter  skelter.  Who  is  there  that  wouldn't  want  to  escape  from  the 
ugliness  and  untidiness  of  the  study  rooms  and  spend  his  time  on  the  attrac- 
tive first  floor  or  elsewhere?  It  would  not  be  human  to  feel  otherwise.  It 
requires  a  certain  degree  of  determination  to  stay  in  such  a  room  and  study, 
resolutely  denying  oneself  the  more  attractive  surroundings  elsewhere. 

Aside  from  the  dormitory,  most  of  a  fraternity  man's  time  in  the  chapter 
is,  or  should  be,  spent  in  the  study  room.  The  club  portion  of  the  house — 
the  living  room,  music  room,  card  room  and  the  like — is  for  incidental  use, 
not  for  the  major  purpose  of  college  life.  Yet  these  are  the  most  attractive 
rooms  in  the  house.  Little  wonder  that  they  draw  the  student  from  the 
repellent  surroundings  in  his  study  room. 

Why  not  try  the  expedient  of  letting  the  study  room  compete  with  the 
club  rooms  in  attractiveness?  Junk  the  alleged  furnishings  that  clutter  the 
study  room;  give  some  attention — and  money — to  attractive  curtains,  rugs 
and  decorations,  comfortable  chairs  and  adequate  furniture  in  general;  main- 
tain the  rooms  in  order.  What  individual  will  not  find  it  easier  to  stay  in 
his  study  room?  And  the  necessary  corollary  would  seem  to  be  that  he 
would  find  study  easier. 

No  more  important  problem  confronts  educators  than  the  handling  of 
students  of  varying  abilities.  With  classes  open  to  all  who  have  completed 
prescribed  prerequisites  inferior  students  may  be  pushed  beyond  their  capaci- 
ties if  classes  keep  pace  with  the  more  intelligent;  if  the  gauge  of  progress 
shall  be  that  which  can  be  absorbed  by  the  inferior  student  a  severe  handicap 
is  placed  upon  the  more  intelligent.  Disposing  of  these  inequalities  is  be- 
coming an  interesting  experiment  in  the  field  of  education. 
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The  fraternity  is  not  without  a  similar  problem.  Insisting  upon  creditable 
scholastic  work,  not  alone  because  of  the  responsibility  of  the  organization  but 
with  regard  for  the  individual  member,  the  fraternity  must  find  some  means 
of  keeping  the  dull  student  within  sight  of  his  more  precocious  brothers. 
Heretofore  we  have  recommended  the  tutorial  system  in  the  chapter  house. 
Let  us  now  urge  that  it  be  made  available  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  before 
a  certain  portion  of  the  membership  becomes  hopelessly  mired  in  scholastic 
delinquencies. 

There  is  perhaps  no  chapter  that  does  not  have  need  for  the  tutoring 
of  some  members.  There  are  many  graduate  students  and  young  professors 
who  not  only  enjoy  such  work  but  could  well  use  the  fees  to  be  paid.  Lag- 
ging students  could,  by  this  means,  do  creditable  work  and  save  humiliation 
to  the  individual  and  chapter  alike.     Surely  it  is  worth  trying. 

The  success  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Plan  of  Finance  rests  squarely 
upon  the  alumni  of  the  respective  chapters.  Active  chapters  may  in  one 
college  generation  operate  satisfactorily  but  it  is  virtually  impossible  to 
operate  year  after  year  with  any  degree  of  continued  success  unless  the  work 
is  administered  by  capable  and  interested  alumni. 

It  is  an  intricate  and  technical  business.  It  requires  judgment,  business 
sagacity  and  considerable  diplomacy.  It  likewise  requires  periodical  atten- 
tion, with  the  expenditure  of  not  a  little  time  at  the  beginning  of  each 
college  session.  But  it  oifers  a  reward  in  satisfaction  that  should  compensate 
the  interested  alumnus.  Managing  an  enterprise  that  involves  business  aggre- 
gating from  $10,000  to  $20,000  a  year,  securing  efficiency,  watching  it 
grow — here  is  an  activity  that  should  appeal  to  the  alumni  of  the  chapter. 
If  they  will  but  ground  themselves  in  the  essentials  of  the  system,  which  is 
intricate,  and  give  it  a  bit  of  attention  monthly  it  will  be  found  to  be  a 
satisfying  avocation  and  a  work  that  they  may  feel  is  of  very  certain  value 
to  an  institution  they  love.

It  does  not 
graduate  half  that  number.  What  is  wrong?  Is  the  fraternity  discouraging 
the  completion  of  college  work?  Are  we  selecting  members  lacking  in  per- 
sistence? Is  there  something  in  fraternity  life  that  robs  one  of  the  incentive 
to  scholastic  work? 

Whatever  the  answer  may  be — and  prejudiced  or  not  we  think  we  are 
not  responsible — the  fraternity  should  lend  its  influence  in  encouraging  the 
graduation  of  members.  If  it  did  nothing  else  it  would  have  done  a  worthy 
work  if  it  raised  its  percentage  of  four-year  men.

The  idea  of  the  city  college  is 
growing.  Each  fall  finds  a  consider' 
able  number  of  public  high  schools 
for  the  first  time  extending  their  work 
to  embrace  that  of  the  city  college, 
sometimes  by  the  addition  of  but  two 
years  of  work  comprising  a  junior 
college  but  usually  contemplating  a 
full  four-year  course  eventually.  The 
idea  appears  to  be  sound.  It  offers 
to  the  student  of  modest  means  a  col' 
lege  education  at  a  fraction  of  the 
usual  cost.  In  case  of  the  wayward 
student  it  affords  the  parents  an  op' 
portunity  to  exercise  some  supervision 
over  him.  It  promises  to  relieve  the 
congestion  of  the  larger  state  insti' 
tutions  which  are  growing  unwieldy 
in  size. 

What  the  city  college  holds  forth 
for  the  fraternity  is  problematical. 
Perhaps  it  will  be  little.  Students 
living  at  home  do  not  have  the  same 
need  for  a  fraternity  as  those  away 
from  home — and  that  is  not  to  say 
that  the  fraternity  is  only  a  boarding 
club.  The  fraternity  takes  up  the 
stranger  student  within  the  gates  of 
its  college  and  not  only  provides  him 
with  a  home  and  companionship  but 
becomes  his  taskmaster,  his  spiritual 
adviser,  the  source  of  his  inspiration. 
These  functions  are  usually  exercised 
in  the  case  of  the  student  at  home 
by  the  parents. 

But  if  the  city  colleges  grow  as 
they  appear  likely  to  grow  there  will 
be  considerable  advantage  in  securing 
unit  subdivisions  of  the  college  social 
organization  as  a  means  to  better  ad- 
ministration. There  will,  of  course, 
be  similarities  of  tastes  that  will  draw 
students  together  and   it   is  not  un' 


likely  that  a  fraternity  life  may  de- 
velop. But  it  will  likely  be  of  a  dif' 
ferent  character  than  that  of  the  pres' 
ent  system.  Chapter  houses  will  be 
replaced  by  limited  club  rooms  and 
the  fraternal  bonds  will  likely  be  less 
closely  knit.  Fraternalism  of  one  kind 
or  another,  however,  will  inevitably 
come  into  being  and  while  the  organ' 
izations  may  take  the  form  of  literary 
societies,  forum  clubs  or  moonshine 
quaffers  groups  they  will  be  species  of 
fraternities  no  matter  what  they  be 
called. 

We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  a 
fraternity  consists  of  a  chapter  house 
filled  with  college  students.  The 
chapter  house  is  the  most  important 
element  in  that  concept.  Chapter 
houses  are,  however,  but  an  incident 
m  the  making  of  a  fraternity  as  ex' 
perience  has  shown.  Billy  Phillips 
and  his  contemporaries  had  no  notion 
of  what  a  chapter  house  life  might 
be  but  they  were  good  fraters  just 
the  same.  Who  knows  but  that  some 
years  ahead  the  thought  of  our  fra- 
ternity may  veer  back  to  the  idea  of 
the  fraternity  as  a  spiritual  bond  and 
find  itself  translated  into  tangibles  by 
the  grant  of  charters  to  chapters  lo- 
cated in  these  city  colleges  that  are 
now  springing  into  existence.

(accent  on  the  little)  and  had  the 
strength  to  toss  his  opponents  at  will 
and  his  summary  disposal  of  other 
ambitious  grapplers  led  the  fans  of 
Kansas  City,  where  he  had  done  most 
of  his  wrestling,  to  clamor  for  a  match 
between  Strangler  Lewis  and  Munn. 

Who  was  Munn?  No  one  that  the 
Strangler  ever  heard  of  and  he  was 
pleased  to  take  on  the  aspirant  at  the 
Kansas  City  Auditorium  before  some 
10,000  spectators.  And  what  those 
spectators  were  given  to  see  happens 
but  seldom.  A  heavyweight  cham- 
pion was  tossed  about  the  ring  and 
finally  slammed  to  the  mat  within 
twenty  minutes.  He  was  thrown  so 
hard  at  the  time  his  shoulders  were 
pinned  that  he  was  unable  to  return 
for  the  second  fall  and  forfeited  the 
match.  And  a  new  champion  was 
born  in  "Big"  Munn. 

Candor  compels  the  admission  that 
he  didn't  last  long  in  that  roll.  He 
did  throw  the  venerable  Zybysko  but 
he,  unlike  some  champions,  was  too 
willing  to  meet  all  comers  and  he  was 
tossed  the  requisite  number  of  times 
before  he  had  held  the  crown  many 
months.     But  before  that  event  hap- 


pened he  had  accomplished  what  he 
set  out  to  do  which  was  to  enable 
him  to  check  on  the  exchequer  right 
heavily.  ''Big"  Munn  is  not  through 
yet.  He  is  just  beginning  to  learn 
wrestling.  He  is  getting  experience 
that  he  lacked  and  it  was  inevitable 
that  without  it  he  should  get  bumped. 
He  made  the  mistake  of  wrestling  too 
much  and  he  became  overtrained  but 
that  is  another  lesson  out  of  the  way 
and  he  is  still  a  contender  for  the 
high  honors.  In  the  meantime  he  is 
making  such  money  as  he  had  never 
dreamed  of  two  or  three  years  ago. 


Monte  Munn,  the  brother  of  ''Big" 
Munn  and  also  a  Nebraska  Sigma 
Nu,  has  followed  a  different  career. 
Monte  in  college  was  a  football  player 
and  mobilized  his  six  feet  two  and 
approximately  200  pounds  in  very 
good  fashion.  After  his  graduation 
he  engaged  in  politics  and  served  as 
a  representative  in  the  Nebraska  state 
legislature  during  the  last  session. 
Then  his  brother's  success  in  wrestling 
led  him  to  try  his  fortunes  in  boxing. 

That  he  has  intelligence  is  indicated 
in  the  fact  that  he  made  his  start 
last  spring  by  going  to  New  York 
and  entering  the  "fighting  stable"  of 
Dan  Hickey,  a  noted  trainer  and  man- 
ager who  has  as  one  of  his  headliners 
Paul  Berlenbach.  This  arrangement 
was  originally  brought  about  by  "Big" 
Munn  but  Hickey  took  a  liking  to 
Monte  and  has  pushed  him  fast.  Sel- 
dom has  he  had  such  a  faithful 
worker,  he  has  said,  and  this  with 
Monte's  intelligence  and  the  exper- 
ience he  is  gaining  in  training  with 
Hickey 's  famous  "stable"  has  brought 
him  along  rapidly.  Since  accepting 
Hickey's  tutorship  last  spring  Monte 
has  fought  six  fights.  He  romped 
away  with  all  of  them,  five  by  the 
knock-out  route,  no  one  of  which 
went  more  than  four  rounds.     New 
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York  sports  writers  have  been  paying 
him  a  great  deal  of  attention,  not 
alone  as  the  statesman-fighter  from 
Nebraska,  but  as  a  fighter  with  ring 
ability.  His  last  appearance,  as  this 
is  written,  was  in  a  semi-final  fo  pre- 
liminary to  the  match  in  which  Jack 
Delaney  lifted  the  light  heavyweight 
crown  from  Paul  Berlenbach  and 
while  his  opponent,  Gordon  Munce, 
was  able  to  stay  the  limit  of  the  six 
rounds  most  of  his  fighting  was  done 
on  the  floor,  Monte  knocking  him 
down  no  less  than  eleven  times. 

Monte,  like  his  brother  "Big,"  has 
terrific  strength  and  a  carcass  sound 
as  oak.  He  is  courageous,  intelligent 
and  has,  it  is  said,  learned  to  mobilize 
his  strength  into  a  wallop  of  certain 
anesthetic  qualities.  It  will  be  inter- 
esting to  watch  his  career  and  if  he 
arrives  we  shall  at  least  behold  that 
specimen  not  infrequently  mentioned 
but  probably  heretofore  non-existent: 
a  gentleman  fighter.  For  Monte  is  a 
gentleman;  every  inch  of  him.  There 
is  none  of  the  rough-neck  about  him. 
He  has  taken  to  fighting  for  just  one 
reason:  because  he  has  no  money  and 
it  may  be  that  a  few  years  of  this 
will  bring  him  financial  independence. 
If  he  does  ""hit  pay  dirt"  you  can 
bank  on  it  that  Monte  will  not  throw 
it  to  the  winds. 


Elsewhere  in  this  issue  appears  an 
account  of  the  installation  of  Oregon 
Beta  at  the  University  of  Oregon 
which  was  concluded  on  May  22  nd 
with  Grand  Guard  O.  E.  Draper  and 
Ye  Ed  present  to  serve  as  masters  of 
ceremonies.  Any  formal  account  of 
that  event  is  inadequate.  For  that 
matter,  words  are  inadequate  to  ex- 
press such  subtle  values  as  sentiment 
and  finer  relationships  drawn  forth  at 
such  a  time. 

The  Oregon  Beta  installation  was 
made  a  veritable  reunion  of  Sig  Eps 
out  in  the  northwest.     Judging  from 


the  distance  they  traveled  to  enjoy 
this  brief  contact  with  the  personages 
and  affairs  of  their  fraternity,  how 
they  must  hunger  for  greater  frater- 
nity relationships!  They  are  "red-hot" 
Sig  Eps  out  there.  There  is  nothing 
conventional  or  formal  about  their 
fraternalism.  They  do  not  stand  on 
ceremonies  nor  show  diffidence  to  a 
brother.  They  have  the  very  evident 
notion  that  a  Sig  Ep  is  strictly  ''okay" 
wherever  you  meet  him  and,  being  so, 
they  find  no  need  to  hold  him  aloof 
until  they  can  get  acquainted  with 
him  gradually. 

Likewise,  they  have  the  art  of  hos- 
pitality in  the  west.  Making  people 
feel  at  home  seems  to  be  one  of  the 
easiest  things  they  do  and  I,  for  one, 
felt  grateful.  I  have  never  been  in 
a  chapter  house  that  I  felt  was 
''chilly" — although  I  know  members 
who  relate  such  experiences — but  I 
have  been  in  houses  where  their  hos- 
pitality wasn't  in  the  best  of  repair, 
simply  because  they  didn't  know  how 
to  go  about  it.  But  they  have  devel- 
oped a  technique  in  hospitality  out  on 
the  coast  that  made  a  very  strong  ap- 
peal to  me. 

There  was  an  indescribably  fine 
spirit  abroad  at  Eugene,  Oregon,  that 
offered  ample  recompense  for  so  long 
a  trip.  Here  was  a  worthy  group  of 
fine  chaps  realizing  their  ambition  to 
nationalize  and  you  can  imagine  how 
happy  they  were.  Then  there  were  a 
good  many  alumni  present  who  had 
been  watching  the  development  of  the 
local  and  aiding  in  the  work  of  get- 
ting it  a  charter  and  they  were  there 
to  express  their  exultation  over  Kappa 
Delta  Phi's  success  .  Then,  too,  there 
was  a  considerable  group  of  alumni 
who  were  there  simply  to  revel  in  the 
spirit  of  fraternalism  that  they  knew 
would  be  abroad  during  the  three 
days  of  the  installation.  Put  them  all 
together  and  they  could  have  no  less 
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than  the  glorious  time  they  actually 
did  enjoy. 


The  University  of  Oregon  im- 
pressed me  most  favorably.  One  of 
the  chief  things  in  its  favor,  to  my 
manner  of  thinking,  is  the  fact  that 
It  has  not  yet  developed  into  a  gigau' 
tic  machine  engaged  in  the  mass  pro- 
duction of  graduates.  It  has  but 
3,000  resident  students,  is  blessed 
with  an  adequate  faculty  and  suf- 
ficient buildings  and  equipment  to 
handle  the  work.  The  town  is  also 
small  and  consequently  the  university 
enjoys  that  fast  disappearing  thmg 
known  as  college  life. 

But  of  course  the  University  of 
Oregon  will  not  long  remain  in  such 
favorable  circumstances.  Oregon  is 
growing  and  the  state  university  will 
keep  pace.  It  is  certain  to  double  its 
enrollment  every  few  years  and  event- 
ually will  be  handling  students  after 
the  manner  of  Henry  Ford  in  his 
production  of  alleged  automobiles. 
And  what  a  shame  it  will  be!  Oregon 
is  now  a  school  in  position  to  do  ef' 


ficient  work.  It  is  essentially  a  col- 
lege town;  the  school  dominates  the 
town;  scholastic  affairs  have  free  run. 
There  are  few  diversions  and  the  set' 
ting  for  scholastic  contacts  is  the  best. 
In  Eugene  a  student  may  know  his 
professors — and  most  of  his  class 
mates — if  he  will  make  half  an  effort. 
And  so  far  as  I  could  observe,  his 
chance  of  doing  satisfactory  work  in 
Eugene  is  better  than  in  any  of  the 
larger  universities  I  have  visited. 

Of  course,  a  co-educational  school 
always  has  its  diversions  no  matter 
what  the  town  may  afford  in  the  way 
of  amusement.  And  Oregon  has  its 
diversions  such  as  I  mention.  In  fact, 
— while  I  pretend  to  no  particular 
skill  in  such  estimates — my  observa- 
tion was  that  Oregon  has  about  as 
pulchritudinous  diversions  as  I  have 
seen  anywhere.  In  substantiation  of 
which  I  refer  you  to  any  one  who 
attended  the  installation  ball.
